"With the house 
pressed for time, as it Is, a small group 
of men could begin a filibuster and 
force almost anything they wished 
from congress. But one man alone 
can do nothing." 

Responsibility for the pigeon-holing 
of the Berger resolution rests with 
Henry, although he probably acted in 
accord with tbu wishes of the Demo¬ 
cratic bosses of the house. Henry re¬ 
fused to <»1I a meeting of his commit¬ 
tee to colder the resolution, and so 
no vqte In the committee won taken 
and no man is on record against the 
resolution.

It would ba impossible far the present administration » conduct 
the munidpality at a lower coal ftan nnder the Seidel administration, 
which, after it bad reKeved itself from tho burden of unpaid obliga¬ 
tions that it inherited, sccompliabed more for s smaller expenditure 
than had ever been accomplished in tbe history of tbe mnnicipel gov¬ 
ernment. It vas, indeed, the flret municipal adminlatrstioo to have a 
comprehensive grasp of ths larger duties oP municipal government. 
It did not consider that it bad fulBlled its sole mission when it pro¬ 
vided for graftleas street paving and honest pnbSe work. It recog¬ 
nized that there are social functions which, under an enlightened ad- 
ministration of municipal affairs, mutt be taken in hand by the mu¬ 
nicipal government. 

It is true that tbe “non-partitan” administration has saved a few 
theaend doUars by hairing the child welfare work begun by its 
predecessor. It has ended the bureau oi efficiency and economy. It 
has dUmisaed from office the comparatively few Sodalists that had 
been appointed by the heads of departments. But it has Riled their 
places with "non-partisan” political workers. The "horde of needless 
officials," which our "non-partisan” contemporaries were fearful would 
cat the taxpayers out of bouse and hotne if the municipal government 
should not be turned e%er to the caplulistic interests, bts assumed 
larger proportions with the necessity of providing places for the psr- 
tisans of two parties fused into a common appetite. 

The 'non-partisan” administration haa conspicuously failed is its 
promisf. to reduce public expenditures, but while it is spending more 
money than ever it baa initiated no new undertakings snd hts served 
only as a 'poke^in the wheel of municipal progresa.—The Milwaukee 
Leader.

I They expected to gain the support of 
I the working olase on tbe pretext tnat 
' recognition of the Confederacy would 
end the war and make It possible to 
get raw material from America with¬ 
out delay. 

Marx twho at that time was living 
In England) and other leaders of the 
working elasB at onoe begen to arouse 
the workers bo the true slgnlflcaaee of 
the struggle in America. ‘They pointed 
ont that a victory for the Confederacy 
meant a victory for otavery. while a 
victory for the North meant a victory 
for freedom. When the worker* un¬ 
derstood these facts they vigorouely 
opposed any recognition of the Con¬ 
federacy by England, even though the 
continuance of tbe wur meant starva¬ 
tion to them. 

They held demonstrations In the 
great Industrial oeaters such se Hsn- 
chester. adopted reiH>UJtlonB favora¬ 
ble to the North and sent coplee to 
the British government and to Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln The following letter was

Washington, Jan. It. 1161 

"To the Workingmen of Msnehes- 

have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of the address snd resolu¬ 
tions which you sent me on the eve 
of the new year. When I came, on 
the 4th of March. 1661. through a free 
and constitutional election to piesld# 
lu the government of the ,.’uu«^o 
Statea the country was found at the 
verge of civil war. Whatever might 
have been the cau^s. or whosoever the 
fault, one duty paramount to all 
others, was before me. namely, tc 
maintain and preaer%’e at once the 
constitution and the Integ. >- of the 
federal republic. A conaclentious pur¬ 
pose to perform this duty Is the key 
to all the meosuree of administration 
whloh have been and to nil which will 
hereafter be pursued. Under our form 
of government and my ufflctal oath. 

I could not depart from this purpose 
If I would Tt Is not always In the 
power of governments to enlarge or 
restrict the scope of moral results 
which follow the policies that they 
may deem it Leoessar^' for the public 
safety from time to time to adopt. 

l-'oreign Inflaenci* Impoiiant. 

I have understood well that the duty
